Claims 1-6, 11 and 17-18 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 
1 . 142 (b) as being drawn to a non-elected subject matter. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

Receipt is acknowledged of Information Disclosure Statement (IDS), filed on 02/17/2004 
and 01/26/2004, which has been entered in the file. 

Response to Election/Restriction 

In response to the restriction requirement, Applicants have elected Group II, (which 
includes claims 7, 8, 10, 12-14 and 16) drawn to a compound with traverse is acknowledged. 
However, during a telephonic interview, with Ms. Kimberly Prior (Attorney for Applicant) on 
July 19, 2005, Applicant has agreed to cancel non-elected claims 1-6, 11, 17 and 18 (Groups I 
and IV).

Reasons for allowance 
The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Alanine et al (US 6,521,754 B2) teach the substituted benzothiazole derivatives, which 
are useful for the treatment of diseases related to the adenosine receptor. The instant compounds 
differ from the prior art by having a formula IA which is further substituted by different variables 
such as X, R, R 11 and R 21 that are attached directly or indirectly to the core benzothiazole ring, 
which may be useful for the treatment of diseases related to the adenosine receptor. The prior art 
compound neither teaches nor renders obvious the instantly claimed compounds and there is no 
suggestion or motivation to modify the compounds of other prior art to obtain the instant 
compounds. Therefore the instant claims 7-10 and 12-16 are allowable over the prior art of 
record.
